Ancient  Order  of  Foresters. 


1.  That  this  District  shall  be  called  "The 
London  United  Distbict."  The  objects  thereof 
shall  be  the  raising  of  funds,  by  levies  made  upon 
all  Courts  belonging  to  the  District,  at  equal 
rates  per  number,  for  the  following  purpose,  viz.: 
for  insuring  sums  of  money  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  burial  of  deceased  members  and  of 
deceased  members'  wives,  and  for  granting 
temporary  relief  to  Courts  and  members  within 
the  District,  when  in  pecuniary  distress. 

Management  of  District. 

2.  That  this  District  shall  consist  of  an 
unlimited  number  of  Courts,  and  shall  be 
managed  by  a  District  Chief  Banger,  District 
Sub.  Chief  Ranger,  District  Treasurer,  and 
District  Secretary.  These  officers  shall  attend 
each  District,  Financial  or  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment meeting,  and  shall  give  such  security  as  £he 
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District  may  decide,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
moneys  and  properties  they  may  have  in  their 
possession  belonging  to  the  same,  and  they  shall 
be  required  to  carry  out  the  principles  of  the 
Order,  as  embodied  in  the  general  laws  and  these 
rules. 

Duties  of  the  District  Officers. 

3.  The  District  Chief  Banger  shall  preside 
over  all  District,  or  Committee  of  Management 
meetings,  act  impartially  on  all  occasions,  see 
that  justice  is  done  to  each  Court  and  member  in 
the  District,  enforce  fines  for  the  infraction  of  the 
District  Eules  and  General  Laws,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  nature  of  his  office  may 
require. 

4.  The  District  Sub.  Chief  Ranger  shall  on  all 
occasions  assist  the  District  Chief  Eanger  in  pre- 
serving order  and  enforcing  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
District  in  his  absence. 

5.  The  District  Treasurer  shall  receive  all 
moneys  paid  into  or  belonging  to  the  District, 
and  pay  the  demands  upon  the  same  when 
authorized  to  do  so  by  the  District,  upon  the 
written  authority  of  the  District  Chief  Eanger, 
or  District  Sub.  Chief  Eanger,  and  countersigned 
by  the  District  Secretary.  He  shall  render  his 
accounts  and  produce  his  books  half-yearly,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  District  Auditors,  and  when 
required  by  the  District  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment ;  he  shall  render  them  a   true  accout  of  all 


moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  on  account  of 
the  District,  pay  over  all  moneys  and  assign  and 
deliver  all  securities,  effects,  books,  papers,  and 
other  property  of  or  belonging  to  the  District,  in 
his  hands,  or  custody,  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  they  may  direct  forthwith ;  he  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  moneys  that  may  from  time  to  time 
be  paid  to  him  on  account  of  the  District ;  and  he 
shall  also  furnish  security  for  the  sum  of  $300, 
such  security  to  be  approved  of  by  the  District. 

6.  The  District  Secretary  shall  be  the  custo- 
dian of  the  seal,  dispensation,  books  of  accounts, 
papers,  and  other  property  of  the  District.  He 
shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  its  proceedings, 
conduct  its  correspondence,  distribute  its  reports 
to  the  different  Courts,  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  District  meetings  have  been  held.  He  shall 
keep  the  District  accounts,  and  prepare  a  half- 
yearly  balance  sheet,  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  same  for  the  District 
Auditors.  He  shall,  twenty -eight  days  previous 
to  each  half-yearly  District  meeting,  furnish  each 
Court  with  its  accounts  for  the  half-year.  He 
shall  supply  the  Courts  in  the  District,  upon  their 
order,  with  such  books,  rules,  emblems,  and  other 
goods,  as  are  usually  sold  by  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Order.  He  shall,  whenever 
required  by  the  District  Chief  Eanger  or  District 
Sub.  Chief  Eanger,  produce  for  their  examination 
all  books  and  correspondence  relating  to  the 
District.  He  shall  be  allowed  as  salary  the  sum 
of  ten  cents  per  member  per  annum,  payable  half- 
yearly  from  the  Management  Fund,  for  all  mem- 


bers  returned  by  the  Courts  to  the  District,  and 
shall  furnish  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $200. 

Election  of  Officers. 

7.  The  District  Chief  Banger  and  District 
Sub.  Chief  Ranger  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
annually,  at  the  October  District  meeting ;  but 
the  District  Treasurer  and  District  Secretary, 
when  once  elected,  shall  remain  in  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  District. 

The  Trustees. 

8.  Three  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
District  who  shall  continue  in  office  during 
pleasure,  in  whose  name  shall  be  invested  the 
different  funds,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  District. 

The  Arbitrators. 

9.  That  a  District  Arbitration  Committee  of 
twelve  members,  eight  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum,  shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the 
October  District  meeting.  They  shall  hear  and 
decide  all  complaints,  disputes  and  appeals,  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  conformity  with  the  general 
laws.  Any  member  of  the  Committee  who  shall 
fail  to  attend  a  meeting  at  the  time  appointed 
shall  be  fined,  and  the  Court  to  which  such 
member  belongs  shall  be  answerable  to  the  Dis- 
trict for  the  payment  thereof. 

The  Final  Arbitrators. 
10.  Three  Final  Arbitrators  shall  be  appointed 
annually,  in  October,  by  the  District,  as  required 
by  the  general  laws. 


The  Auditors. 

11.  There  shall  be  three  District  Auditors, 
appointed  annually.  They  shall  examine  the 
books,  vouchers,  stock  and  accounts  of  the  Dis- 
trict half-yearly,  on  the  second  Monday  in  the 
months  of  April  and  October,  and  furnish  the 
District  with  a  report  in  writing  of  the  result  of 
such  examination,  and  for  their  services  they 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  each,  half- 
yearly. 

Time  of  Meetings,  &c 

12.  That  the  regular  District  meetings  of  this 
District  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  the 
months  of  April  and  October  in  each  year,  at 
such  place  as  the  District  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at 
such  other  times  and  places  as  the  business  of  the 
District  may  require. 

13.  That  each  Court  within  the  District  shall, 
on  the  quarterly  Court  night  preceding  each 
regular  District  Meeting,  elect  the  necessary 
delegates  to  attend  the  same,  who  shall  be 
furnished  with  the  proper  credentials,  and  any 
Court  neglecting  to  appoint  its  delegate  or  dele- 
gates to  attend  such  meeting  shall  be  fined. 

14.  That  the  District  officers  and  delegates 
attending  a  regular  or  special  District  Meeting 
shall  each  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  and  necessary  railway  fare,  and  for  attend- 
ing any  other  meeting  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  and 
should  any  officer  or  delegate  neglect  to  attend 
such  meetings  he  shall   be  fined  for  such  non- 


attendance,  the  same  to  be  collected  from  the 
Court  to  which  such  officer  or  delegate  shall 
belong. 

Application  of  Funds. 

15.  That  all  moneys  received  on  account  of 
contributions,  donations,  admissions,  fines  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  applied  towards  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  the  District. 

Admission  of  Members. 

16.  That  no  person  shall  be  admitted  into  any 
Court  in  the  District,  either  by  initiation  or 
clearance,  until  the  necessary  declaration  shall 
have  been  signed  by  him  and  witnessed  by  the 
Court  Surgeon  who  examined  him  for  the  purpose 
of  such  admission. 

17.  That  each  Court  in  the  District  shall 
receive  entrance  fees  and  contributions  and  pay 
benefits  to  its  members  of  12  months'  standings 
at  a  rate  not  ]ess  than  the  amount  mentioned  in 
the  following  scale: 


Age. 
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5*  . 
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And  half  funeral  benefits  after  six  months'  stand- 


ing  in  the  Court  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  also 
two  dollars  per  week  sick  benefits,  provided  the 
member's  initiation  fee  and  six  months'  contribu- 
tion have  been  paid. 

18.  That  whenever  a  candidate  has  been 
rejected  by  any  Court  in  the  District,  notice 
thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  District  Secretary 
within  seven  days  thereafter,  and  such  person 
shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  other  Court  in  the 
District  without  the  consent  of  the  District  first 
obtained  for  that  purpose. 

Funeral  Fund. 

19.  That  every  Court  in  the  District  shall  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  fifty  cents  half-yearly  to  this 
Fund,  for  every  financial  member  whose  name 
appears  upon  the  Books  of  the  Court,  and  who 
have  not  been  suspended  or  expelled,  such  contri- 
butions to  be  charged  to  each  Court,  according  to 
the  half-yearly  returns. 

Management  Fund. 

20.  That  this  Fund  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  District  officers,  who  shall  make  a 
levy  upon  each  Court,  according  to  the  number  of 
members  returned  the  previous  half-year,  for 
such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  necessary  working  expenses  of  the 
District. 

Incidental  Fund. 

21.  That  each  Court  in  the  District  shall  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  five  cents  per  member,  half- 
yearly,  to  this  Fund,  which  shall  be  expended  by 


the  District  in  relieving  members,  or  their 
families,  who  are  in  distress,  or  assisting  Courts 
who  have  granted  such  relief  from  their  funds. 

Funeral  Benefits. 

22.  That  the  benefits  payable  from  this  Fund 
shall  be  as  follows  : — On  the  death  of  a  member 
of  twelve  months'  standing,  or  over,  his  widow, 
children  or  relatives,  as  he  shall  appoint,  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  on  the 
death  of  such  a  member's  wife  he  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  provided,  however,  that 
no  such  benefits  shall  be  payable  to  any  member, 
or  his  relatives,  whose  initation  fees  have  not 
been  paid  up,  or  whose  contributions  or  any  fine 
imposed  by  the  Court  to  which  he  belongs,  or  the 
District,  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  eighteen 
weeks  from  the  time  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable,  nor  shall  any  benefits  whatsoever  be 
payable  from  the  funeral  funds  of  this  District 
■for  the  further  period  of  eighteen  weeks  after  the 
eighteen  weeks'  arrears  shall  have  been  paid,  and 
during  such  time  a  member  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  benefits  from  the  Order. 

23.  That  the  reduced  funeral  benefits  of  the 
District  shall  be  one-half  of  the  above  amounts, 
payable  to  members  of  six  months'  standing,  or 
their  widows,  children,  or  relatives,  provided  that 
their  initiation  fees  and  first  six  months'  contri- 
butions shall  have  been  fully  paid  up. 

24.  The  Court  to  which  a  deceased  member 
belonged,  or  to  which  the  husband  of  a  deceased 
wife  belongs,  shall  enquire  into  the  validity  of 


every  claim  made  for  the  funeral  allowance,  and 
if  it  be  a  legal  claim,  then  upon  the  production  of 
the  marriage  certificate,  and  the  medical  certifi- 
cate, showing  the  cause  of  death,  the  Court 
officers  may  advance  the  funeral  money,  on  behalf 
of  the  District,  on  receipt  of  the  application  and 
the  proper  evidence  of  claim. 

25.  That  the  widow  of  any  deceased  member 
may  pay  into  the  Court  to  which  her  husband 
belonged  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  per  half-year,  for 
the  use  of  the  District,  the  first  payment  to 
become  due  within  fourteen  weeks  after  his 
decease,  and  the  family  or  personal  representa- 
tives of  such  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
funeral  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  in  case  of  her 
death,  but  no  benefit  shall  be  payable  in  case  she 
should  re-marry  or  be  in  arrears  of  payment  for 
fourteen  weeks  after  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable,  nor  for  the  further  period  of  four- 
teen wreeks  after  the  payment  of  such  arrears, 
and  the  Secretary  of  each  Court  shall  notify  the 
widow  of  each  deceased  member  of  this  Eule 
within  fourteen  days  after  the  death  of  the 
member. 

Duties  of  Courts. 

26.  That  every  Court  in  the  District  shall  keep 
and  maintain  the  following  funds,  namely,  a  sick 
and  funeral  fund,  a  management  fund,  and  an 
incidental  fund,  and  they  shall  not  use  any 
portion  of  the  sick  and  funeral  fund  for  any 
other  purpose  whatsoever. 

27.  That  every  Court  shall  furnish  the  District 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  Seventh  day  of  Janu- 
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ary,  in  each  year,  with  a  return  according  to  the 
form  supplied  by  the  Executive  Council  for  the 
Directory. 

28.  That  every  Court  shall  furnish  the  District 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Maxell  in 
each  year,  with  a  financial  return,  according  to 
the  form  supplied  for  that  purpose. 

29.  That  every  Court  shall  furnish  the  District 
Secretary  upon  a  form  supplied  fof  that  purpose, 
thirty-five  days  before  each  District  meeting  in 
April  and  October,  with  a  return  of  the  number 
of  members  good  on  the  Books  of  the  Court,  the 
names  of  those  members  whose  arrears  are  more 
than  eighteen  weeks  overdue,  or  who  have  been 
suspended  or  expelled,  and  the  name,  residence, 
age  and  occupation  of  every  member  initiated 
during  the  half-year  or  whose  clearance  has  been 
accepted. 

30.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  months  of 
April  and  October,  every  Court  shall  pay  to  the 
District  officers  all  moneys  due  to  the  District,  and 
if  the  amount  be  not  paid  within  twenty-eight 
days  thereafter,  the  Court,  and  the  members  of 
the  same,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  the  District  until  the  amount 
shall  have  been  paid. 

Opening  New  Courts. 

31.  That  no  Court  shall  be  opened  in  the 
District  unless  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  de- 
posited with  the  District  officers,  or  deputies,  to 
pay  the  necessary  expenses. 
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32.  That  any  officers  or  deputies  who  shall 
attend  and  open  new  Courts,  shall  for  their 
services  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  each 
within  the  City  of  London,  and  two  dollars  and 
travelling  expenses  outside  of  the  same. 

Rules  of  Order. 

33.  That  the  following  Rules  of  Order  shall 
apply  to  the  District  and  all  Courts  within  the 
same  : 

1.  The  Chief  Ranger  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  and  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  Court. 

2.  When  the  Chief  Ranger,  or  any  member,  is 
called  on  to  explain  a  point  of  order  or  practice, 
he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable  to  the  case, 
without  argument  or  comment. 

3.  When  the  Court  is  appealed  to  against  the 
decision  of  the  Chief  Ranger,  it  shall  be  put 
without  debate  in  the  following  words,  "  Shall  the 
chair  be  sustained?"  the  Chief  Ranger  having 
the  right  in  all  cases  to  state  his  reasons  for  the 
decision  given.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decis- 
ion of  the  Chief  Ranger  shall  be  final. 

4.  When  the  Chief  Ranger  is  putting  a 
question  no  member  shall  speak,  walk  out  of  or 
across  the  room. 

5.  Every  member  previous  to  his  speaking 
shall  rise  from  his  seat,  uncovered,  and  address 
himself  to  the  Chief  Ranger. 

6.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be  inter- 
rupted, except  upon  a  point  of  order,  nor  shall 
any  member  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 
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7.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  he  shall 
resume  his  seat  until  the  question  of  order  is 
decided.  He  may,  however,  be  permitted  to 
explain,  but  in  no  case  to  introduce  new  matter. 

8.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak 
at  the  same  time,  the  Chief  Eanger  shall  decide 
who  is  to  speak  first. 

9.  No  member  shall  use  any  unmannerly, 
immoral  or  indecent  language  when  speaking  of 
the  proceedings  of  any  Court  or  member,  nor 
shall  he  speak  beside  the  question  in  debate. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice 
upon  the  same  question,  nor  longer  than  ten 
minutes  without  leave  of  the  Court,  *  unless  in 
explanation,  save  the  mover,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  reply,  after  which  the  debate  shall  close. 

11.  A  member  may  require  the  question  under 
discussion  to  be  read  for  his  information  at  any 
time  during  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt 
a  member  speaking. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  or  put  unless 
it  be  in  writing,  and  seconded. 

13.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no 
motion  shall  be  received,  except  to  amend,  post- 
pone, lay  on  the  table,  the  previous  question,  to 
adjourn,  or  commit. 

14.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order  except  when  an  adjournment  was  the  next 
preceding  motion,  or  one  hour  has  not  elapsed 
since  the  opening  of  the  Court. 
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15.  The  Chief  Hanger  shall  receive  ancTread 
every  motion,  when  seconded,  before  it  can  be 
debated. 

1*6.  The  previous  question  until  decided  shall 
preclude  all  amendments  or  debate  on  the  main 
question,  and  shall  be  put  in  the  following  words, 
"  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?  " 

17.  After  a  motion  has  been  received  by  the 
Chief  Eanger,  and  read,  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn, 
except  by  the  permission  of  the  Court. 

18.  No  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  shall  be  received. 

19.  No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  received, 
unless  made  by  a  member  who  shall  have  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

20.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  only 
upon  the  request  of  three  members. 

21.  All  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received,  except  to  amend  fixing 
dates  or  naming  sums,  when  the  largest  sum  and 
longest  date  shall  be  put  first. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Eanger 
when  he  conceives  that  a  motion,  which  he  has 
received  and  read,  may  be  contrary  to  the  rules, 
to  inform  the  Court  thereof,  and  to  cite  the  rule 
applicable  to  the  case. 

23.  In  all  unprovided  cases  the  Chief  Eanger 
shall  decide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court. 


34.  Should  a  member  of  a   Court  within  this 
District,  whilst  visiting  a  Court  to  which  he  does 
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not  Belong,  be  fined  by  the  Chief  Eanger  thereof, 
for  an  infraction  of  its  rules,  then  upon  notice  to 
the  Court  to  which  such  member  belongs,  and  the 
District,  the  said  Court  shall  be  answerable  to 
the  District  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  by  such 
member. 

35.  That  all  District  fines  shall  be  paid  into 
the  District  Management  Fund,  and  the  Court  to 
which  a  member  belongs  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  payment  of  the  same  by  such  member. 

36.  That  any  Court  officer  or  member  of  the 
Order,  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  rules,  shall 
be  fined  as  follows,  unless  otherwise  specially 
provided  :  A  Court,  the  sum  of  $3  ;  an  officer,  $1; 
and  a  member,  50  cents  to  $1,  as  the  presiding 
officer  shall  decide. 

37.  That  none  of  the  foregoing  rules  or 
regulations  shall  be  suspended,  amended  or 
repealed,  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
District,  nor  unless  three  months'  notice  of  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  given  in  writing  to  the 
District  Secretary.  All  alterations,  amendments  or 
new  laws  enacted  shall  be  printed  in  the  District 
report  and  also  in  the  ensuing  edition  of  the 
District  rules.
